Budget. 


Steady progress has been made by 
the Roosevelt Administration to- 
ward balancing the American bud- 
get. The Economy Bill is expected 
to result in a saving to the Govern- 
ment of $526,000,000. In ad- 
dition, there is now in 
sight an estimated revenue of 
$150,000,000 from the tax on 
beer. The combined effect of these 
two “measures, so specdily put for- 
ward by the new Administration, is 
1o reduce the prospective deficit for 
1988-34 by $675,000,000. With the 
ald of this large eum, in itself near- 
ly equivalent to the entire expendi- 
ture of the Government before the 
war, the margin between current 
costs and current income has been 
reduced to about $200,000,000. This 
figure 18 necessarily an estimate. 
But the calculations on which {t is 
based include, on the aide of ex- 
penditures, only such economies as 
were actually authorised by Con-

The second has arisen 
when the attempt of the Prime 
Ministers of two great Western 
Powers, Great Britain and Italy, to 
create a fourpower pact with the 
revision of the Peace Treaties a8 
one of its objectives have resulted 
in an explosion of indignation on 
the'part of the four Succession 
States created or territorially aug- 
mented at the end of.the Great War. 
« It is now evident that ‘the re- 
volt of these States, all allies of 
France, has not only reinforced the 
French Government in its instine 
tive hostility to the draft Pact 
brought back by Mr.. MacDonald 
from Rome. It. has also’ wrecked 
all possibility: of any agreement ‘to 
revise the Versailles frontiers be- 
ing reached by the four Western 
Powers to the exclusion of the lit- 
tle States directly. affected.
